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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The argument stated in the amendment filed on June 10th, 2003 is not persuasive because of the following 
reasons: Applicant states that Narasimhan does not teach a web server specific to a web application nor does he teach a method for 
forming an application-specific web server that is compiled by selecting from web server and virtual machine class libraries the classes 
required to run the web application. The examiner disagrees. Narasimhan does show forming an application specific web server by 
identifying a web-application to be run on the device (the applet mentioned in Column 9, lines 2-11), compiling the classes necessary to 
run the applet (Column 9, lines 4-6) and programming the applet into the chip to form a network interface memory chip that is now 
application-specific with respect to the application residing on the chip. 
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
